Auto Workers 
Take Strike 
Fund Survey 


New York, Dec. 18—(&)—The 


CIO United Auto Workers, which 
will begin contract 
negotiations 


with the principal auto manufac- 
turers shortly, initiated today a 
survey of strike funds and other 
financial resources in the hands 
of its locals throughout the nation. 


The survey was authorized yes- 


terday by the 
UAW executive 


board and was announced after a 
meeting by George Addes, union 
secretary-treasurer, who said the 
resources of the local units were 
expected to total "a few million 
dollars."

secretary of the navy, 
John W. Kenny, and the new chief 
of naval operations, Fleet Adm. 
Chester W. Nimttz, and their wives 
of course. 
Other additions to the latt, re- 
sulting from presidential appoint- 
ments and new diplomatic assign- 
ments, include Norris F. Dodd, un- 
der secretary of agriculture; Wil- 
liam C. Foster, new under secre- 
tary of commerce; John Nichols 
Brown, assistant secretary of navy 
for air, and WiUiard L. Thorp, as- 
sistant secretary of state foreco- 
nomic affairs. 


Mrs. Shaw's book came out the 
latter part o* September, so she is 
planning to get out a supplement 
of recent changes—mostly those 
in congress and the executive de- 
partment caused by the recent 
elections.

The Alfred V. DuPonts, however, 
still keep their name in the list. 
They maintain * swank apartment 
on Connecticut 
Avenue. where 
they stay on intermittent visits to 
the capital. Their true residence 
nevertheless, is still in Delaware, 
at Greenville, near Wilmington, 
In addition to the list, a sort of 
"Emily Post" business in the-back 
of the book gives the dos and do 
nots of social behavior as it la 
practiced in the capital's best circ- 
les.Mrs. Shaw says she's amused at 
how many persons want to learn 
better manners. They call her up 
all hours of the day asking her 
how to dress or what to say at 
various functions. 
Mainly, she says, the questions 
are about what to wear. Formal 
entertainment has come back in a 
big -way, with the White House 
setting the pace again."

HONOR WHERE IT'S DUE 


The Times-Mirror, and it is hoped along with mem- 


bers of the Warren County Field and Stream Club and 
the hundreds of other Warren County folk who will 
enjoy the recreation park to he erected with an arti- 
ficial lake in the Tionesta Valley, owe a debt to State 
Senator Chapman. Through his persistent efforts the 
approval of the Department of Forests and Waters was 
received for the appropriation of funds with which to 
start the building of the recreation area. The initial 
allocation of §150,000 will provide a fine start for this 
area which in time will be one of the finest out-of-door 
recreation centers in this end of the state. In fact, there 


; will be few such places in the entire commonwealth if the 
. plans proposed by Senator Chapman to the Secretary 
. of the Department of Forests and Waters are carried 


out. 


To that end it is felt that in view of the securing of 


the approval for this recreational area and artificial 
lake that it would be most fitting that the project should 
be given the name of Chapman Park. 


It is felt that the Warren County Field and Stream 


Club and all others who took part in the campaign to 
secure this area realize that had it not been for the 
efforts of Senator Chapman and his influence at Harris- 
burg the project would not have been approved. It re- 
quired many visits to the state capital, talks with 
Gov. Edward Martin. and other state officials aijd the 
full influence of a State Senator to get the right answer. 


Honor where honor is due would cause all to take 


action that would give to Senator Chapman the recog- 
nition that should be his for his efforts in behalf of the 
project and there could be no more splendid manner in 
which to show the gratification felt over approval for 
the project than to have it earned on the maps of the 
state as Chapman Park. 


CHRISTMAS TREE EIRE HAZARDS 


"Each year the question arises as to the fire hazard 


of Christmas trees and decorations," says a bulletin of 
the National Board of Fire Underwriters. "The Jnflam- 
mability of the trees used is well known, and consider- 
able thought has been given to the question of rendering 
them less easily ignited. Various methods of treating 
trees with flame-proofing solutions have been tried, but 
none has proven successful. 


"Because of the inability to make Christmas trees 


flame-proof, it is urged that other protective practices 
be adopted. 


"Keep the tree outdoors until ready to install it. Do 


not set it up until a few days before Christmas. Place 
it in the coolest psrt of the house. If necessary, shut off 
the radiator clcse to it,

It is preferable to have them 
up near the ceiling', ^ell above the head of anyone 
standing up. If lights are desired in windows, never use 
candles;- keep curtains and other flammable material 
pulled back at least six inches from any light. 


"In hotels, churches, hospitals and other places of 


assembly, and in hallways of offices, the location of the 
Christmas tree is of vital importance. It should not be 
located near any stairway or elevator which would pro- 
vide an upper draft. 
It should not be near entrance 


doors or otherwise blocking exits. 


"It Is very essential that all doors leading to other 


parts of the building, particularly upper stairs, if located 
closed to a Christmas tree, be normally kept closed. 


"A definite inspection should be made each morning, 


by someone of authority to determine whether the tree' 
should be left up for a longer time, and whether it 
should be lighted again. Remember, a. small tree can be 
M beautiful as, but less hazardous than, a large one. 


"Christmas trees in offices should not be located in 


auch a position as to block exit from the office.

Lake Success, N. Y., Dec. 18— 
(&)—The United States proposed 
today that the United 
Nations 
Security CouncU send a commiss- 
ion to the Balkans to investigate 
conditions on both sides of 
the 
Greek frontier, and 
urged 
the 


CouncU to withhold Judgment on 
Greece's complaints against her 
neighbor states untU a report was 
at hand. 


Herschel V. Johnson, chairman 
and American delegate to the 
Council, said the United States be- 
lieved such an investigation "is an 
essential first step" in the coun- 
cil's deliberations on the Greek 
charges. 
The proposal arose as the Coun- 


cU resumed the long debate on 
Greece's charge that Albania, Bul- 
garia and Yugoslavia fomented 
the current bloody guerilla war- 
fare in northern Greece to further 
their own territorial aims. Greece 
has asked an on-the-spot investi- 
gation, and the three neighbor 
countries have countered with de- 
mands for an investigation of con- 
ditions within Greece itself, blam- 
ing the Royalists-dominated gav- 
emment of Greek Premier Con- 
stantin Tsaldaris for the strife.
